On  Sunday,  October  29,  1995,  mem¬ 
bers  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
inaugurated  Mitzvah  Sunday.  Sched¬ 
uled  to  be  an  annual  event,  the  day  offered 
congregants  and  their  children  a  “chance  to 
do  a  mitzvah”  by  choosing  from  an  exciting 
array  of  activities  and  projects.  The  strong 
response  and  outpouring  of  good-will  made 
the  day  a  memorable  experience  for  over  400 
participants. 

Clothing,  toys,  books,  and  toiletries  were 
collected  in  the  Lemburg  Auditorium. 
Hundreds  of  bags  of  goods  were  donated  to 
the  Yorkville  Common  Pantry,  the  children  of 
Ronald  McDonald  House,  the  New  York 
Hospital  patient  library,  and  various  other 
organizations  helping  the  needy  and  ill.  Other 
volunteers  assembled  bags  of  donated  food 
and  staples  in  the  Sisterhood  Lounge  and 
delivered  these  to  homebound  senior  citizens 
and  Holocaust  survivors.  Children  decorated 
the  bags  and  enclosed  personalized  mes¬ 
sages.  Other  teens  and  adults  gathered  to  cre¬ 
ate  party  bags  and  to  go  by  the  busload  to  a 
children’s  party  at  the  shelter  supported  by 
vomen  in  Need. 

The  third  floor  became  a  center  for  the 
Hudson  Valley  Blood  Services,  a  division  of 
the  New  York  Blood  Center;  more  than  60 
people  lined  up  to  donate  blood  and  to  help

“Words  are  like  feathers  cast  out 
upon  the  wind.  You  can  retrieve  some 
of  them,  but  never  all  of  them.  ” 

story  is  told  about  a  young  man  who 
went  through  his  community  slander¬ 
ing  a  pious  man.  He  did  this  for  quite 
some  time.  One  day,  he 
felt  guilty  and  decided 
he  would  ask  the  pious 
man  for  forgiveness. 
The  pious  man  told  him 
to  take  several  pillows, 
cut  them  open,  and  scat¬ 
ter  the  feathers  into  the 
wind.  The  young  man 
thought  this  a  bizarre 
request,  but  followed  the  pious  man’s  instruc¬ 
tions.  He  then  returned  to  him.  The  next  set 
of  instructions  he  received:  “Go  and  collect 
all  the  feathers!”  “But,”  said  the  younger  man, 
“this  will  be  impossible.”  “Of  course  it  will  be 
impossible,”  said  the  pious  man.  “Just  as  it  is 
impossible  to  gather  all  the  feathers,  so  it  is 
impossible  to  recover  all  the  damage  done  by 
your  words.” 

This  story  speaks' for  itself.  Words  if  used 
in  the  wrong  way  can  be  destructive.  The 
Talmud  takes  it  even  further.  It  tells  us  that 
destroying  another  person’s  name  is  equal  to 
murder  (Arakhin  15b). 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Amidah  every 
day,  three  times  a  day,  we  recite  the  follow¬ 
ing  words:  “My  God,  keep  my  tongue  from

Tu  B’Shevat 

u  B’Shevat,  the  New  Year  for  Trees, 
begins  at  sundown  on  Sunday,  February 
4  and  concludes  at  sundown  on  Monday, 
February  5. 

In  Jewish  history,  Hillel  and  his  disciples 
declared  Chamisha  Asar  B’Shevat  a  semiholiday. 
They  called  it  Rosh  Hashana  L’llanot  (the  New 
Year  for  Trees)  because  by  this  day  in  Israel  the 
annual  rains  have  ended  and  a  new  annual  cycle 
of  tree  growth  begins. 

On  this  as  well  as  on  virtually  all  issues,  the 
School  of  Hillel’s  decision  was  accepted  and 
since  the  first  century,  C.E.,  the  15th  day  of  the 
month  of  Shevat  has  been  celebrated  as  the  New 
Year  for  Trees. 

Although  no  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is 
described  for  the  day,  in  Israel,  the  ancient  prac¬ 
tice  of  planting  trees  has  been  revived  and 
school  children  and  others  do  so  on  Tu  B’Shevat. 

In  our  religious  schools,  children  plant  trees 
in  Israel  through  the  Jewish  National  Fund.

As  a  professional  Jewish  educator,  she 
subscribes  to  the  view  that  it  takes  the 
involvement  of  religious  schools  with  the  full 
support  of  parents  and  the  Jewish  communi¬ 
ty  to  rear  Jewish  children.  In  addition  to  the 
vital  role  of  religious  school  education,  she 
can’t  emphasize  enough  the  following:  “how 
important  it  is  that  parents  also  educate  their 
children  at  home  about  Judaism  and  its  val¬ 
ues;  the  importance  of  parental  involvement 
in  synagogue  life;  and  the  need  for  parents  to 
set  the  tone,  let  alone  the  example,  about 
how  to  live  a  Jewish  life.” 

Toward  these  ends,  over  the  years,  the 
religious  school  has  developed  many  pro¬ 
grams  and  activities  on  many  levels  which 
involve  students  and  their  parents:  i.e., 
Shabbat  services  and  dinners  for  each  of  the 
grades  and  parent/student  “together”  seminar 
and  study  programs,  also  by  grade  level.  All 
of  these  programs  have  been  enthusiastically 


supported  by  the  clergy  and  by  faculty  and 
families  alike.
